In Hawaii，for example， 
census date are tabulated on the 
basis of “white,， “black,” “Span= 
ish speaking,” and “others.” 
However，the tabulations have 
shown that in Hawaii，there are 
39 percent white，less than 1 
percent black，and the rest，over 
60 percent，are “others,” which 
makes the third category mean- 
ingless for all but the most general 
planning Purposes in Hawaii, We 
find that we are at quite a dis- 
advantage in trying to request and 
implement funding from various 
Federal programs due to the lack 
of detailed census data for Asian 
and Pacific island Americans in 
Hawaii.

Planning areas Such as census 
tracts, places of 2,500 to 10,000 in 
population，or by counties for any 
State in the Union. However, it is 
my  ， understanding that such 
detailed census date on at least the 
major Asian and Pacific island 
ethnic groups are collected by the 
Bureau of Census in its regular 
decennial census，Such detailed 


characteristics are essential for the 
proper delineation of certain 
social，_ cultural， economic， 
health, and other Problems which 
in many instances are endemic to 
Asian and Pacific island ethnic 
groups， Furthermore，in view of 
the 。 dramatically increased 
immigration to the United States 
from Asia in the last 20 years，

The other school felt that “even 
didn't refer to the appearance, but to 
the rice's ripening “together.” 1 
guess the latter school finally won out 
because fthe word subsequently 
changed its appearance， The center 
stfalk rose higher than the other two. 
Thus the fop is no longer “even.… 
Still later two lines which indicafted 
the earth were added to the basic 
shape. 、

ancient China, the officials in charge 
of protocol and rituals were called 
“Even Right.” -When the emperor 
rode in a carriage, these officials had 
the honor of holding the horses and 
walking on the right side. 

This word “even'′” was also ta 
name of 3 greatf Chinese feudal state 
which existed from 1122 to 265 
B.C., lasting a good 857 years，Iit was, 
located around the northeastern Shan- 
fung province。 There is a passage re- 
corded in Chinese history which 
mentioned that a noble of this feudal 
stafe was frying fo marry off -his 
daughter to a man of another state. 
The would-be son-in-law rejected the 
eg puzzling all his friends. He 
said: 


“Their state is tfo big，、The match | 


would nof be a good one for me.“ 

Even foday wise Chinese parents 
fry to encourage ftheir children fo 
marry someone with an equal back- 
ground。 Whenever a person from a. 
poor family wants fo marry the son or 
daughter of a ftrillionaire- people 
would repeatf fhis historical record to 
show fthat 3a smart and courageous 
person should reject the proposal.

Chinese Folk Art Exhibit Expresses 
Simplicity, Honesty and Naivete 


SOuUght-after forms of Chinese art 
had been those of creative art 
forms. Because of the efforts of the 
elite and intellectuals of China， 
brush painting and ealligraphy 
were emphasized in the quest for 
Prestige. 

As Such, art pieces of this nature 
were viewed as beyond the realm 
of understanding of the laymen 
and his pocketbook，Because the 
educated sect dominated the pro- 
duction and distribution of Print 
words and subsequently the art， 
they controlled the history of 
Chinese art. 

HUMANITY 

In contrast, folk art wasnt well 
received. It Was described as a 
product of China's Proletariat 
class as a Whole，but according to 
了 cke，evoked a deeper sense of 
humanity so lacking in the more 
soOphisticated “calculated arts.” 

The exhibition will make its run 
at the Honolulu Academy of Art， 
to which  Ecke is an arts 
consultant， the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art and the 
Field Museum of Natural History 
in Chicago. 

Ecke，an art instructor at the 
University of Hawaii in Honolulu， 
finds folk art exhilarating because 
of its “simplicity，honesty，naive- 
ft 

“Folk art is for the most liberal 
minded， 正 cke said“It is equal to 


the sophistication of fine art such 
as brush-painting,， but is just not 
as well known.” 

BEAUTY 

“Picasso would have loved to 
have seen this,”said 下 cke，point- 
ing to a well-mapped out Print of 
an acupuncture's head,， seemingly 
enthralled by it as she verbalizes 
its artistic beauty. 

A creative artist adept in water 
color_ collage painting， 正 cke，an 
articulate speaker，has chronicled 
all the objects displayed in her 
book, Chinese Folk Art II. She has 
written a catalogue on calligraphy 
and has mounted exhibitions in 
calligraphy. 

“Knowing the historical as- 
pects of the art work is just as 
important as being knowledgeable 
about creative art,， she philosoph- 
ized.“It can enrich your life and 
widen creative horizons.” 

′ Divided into two major cate- 
_gories in her book are the utilit- 
arian objects and symbolic attri- 
butes， the former Stressing 
functional utensils used daily and 
the latter，Print forms，represent- 


ing the spiritual but “non- 
functional art forms. 
TRAY 


An example of a nutilitarian 
object she points to， is a sturdily 
built tray made of mahogany 
known as Tray With Handles， 
used during the 19th century to 
hold dishes and cart bowls of 
SOUP. 

Another is the Double- 
Handled Container，a lotus bow- 
shaped container whose handle is 
made of two rattan twigs- with the 
center of the containers cover 
bearing the character， Shou， 
meaning long life.” 

One of the most widely used 
objects in old China，now dis- 
played in a temperature regulated 
glass case， was the lacquered 


“5 .jeather box used for storing and 


transporting gifts. 

These boxes were generally 
made of pig skin according to 
Ecke, who exemplifies them as the 
perfect example of classical Chi- 
nese leathered works.“It was very 
natural that the common Chinese 
use them,”she said.

Cotton textile figured promin- 
entlyin China's class classification 
and its history，as groups，more 
often that not， were classified 
according to the textile and style 
of clothing they wore， 

In China，the wealthy often 
wore Silk robes bearing fancy 
embroidery while the lower classes 
were allowed to wear spartan 
straw sandals, and cotton clothing 
of durable but drab designs. 

It eventually paved the way to 
the -parchment stencil sheety the 
commoners legacy and contiibu- 
tion to Chinese art. 

The innovative art technique 
allowed the lower classes a way to 
spruce Up their clothing usually in 
bright and vivid colors. 

It involved placing of the sheet 
over a cotton cloth over which 
would bepoured a dye made of a 
vegetable base， The excess，uUPpon 
drying， would be scraped off， 
leaving a distinguished item of 


clothing worn proudly by its 
maker.

some set behind sheets of fiber- 
glass，and the motif design of 
cotton textile objects of aprons， 
and bedcovers. 

One woodprint catching the eye 
was the “Marriage of the Rats,，a 
reflection of one artists sympa- 
thetic closeness to animals，which 
depicts a human-like procession of 
rats，monitored by a_ cat，trum- 
peting and beating gongs to 
announce aa wedding; one 
between two rats. 

There were also prints of color- 
fully costumed figures which in 
China were set alongside the 
entrance to frighten away Spirits. 

These prints，according to Pro- 
fessor Ecke，were indispensible tao 
peasant cults and festivals, making 
them enormously popular. Sold 
very cheaply, under a fraction of a 
center，Pprints were burnt after 
devotional use，shrines，at altar 
tables each year. Old prints had to 
be replaced to _ guarantee future 
domestic Prosperity and peace.
